Hull was asked at his press con- 


ference for comment on this story. 
He replied that the state depart- 
ment had received absolutely noth- 
ing in the way of information, 
news reports, rumors or specula- 
tion on the subject through official 
channels.

phia Inquirer carries a copyright 
dispatch from its Washington bu- 
reau today saying a five-power 
agreement which "settles every 
outstanding European problem" has 
been reached tentatively by Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Italy and 
Poland. 


The newspaper says Adolf Hit- 


ler and Benito Mussolini will meet 
with Prime Minister Chamberlain, 
Premier Daladier and Colonel Jo- 
seph Back, foreign minster of Po- 
land. probably -within two weeks, to 
ratify the agreement. 


The accord, the Inquirer report- 


ed, consists of nine major points: 


"1. Danzig would be returned to 


Germany, but under the technical 
classification of a free port, thus 
leaving it open to Polish commerce. 


"2. The status of the Polish cor- 


ridor would be modified to satisfy 
both Germany and Poland, with 
Germany presumably having free 
access to East Prussia and Poland 
continuing to have free access to 
Danzig and her port at Gdynia. 


Italian GMns 


"3. Italy would be given repre- 


sentation on the directorate of the 
Suez canal. 


"4. Italy would be given partici- 


pating rights on the railroad linking 
Addis Ababa with French-owned 
Djibouti. 


"5. A neutralized rone would be 


established in North Africa opposite 
Gibraltar to insure British sover- 
eignty there 


"6. The present border between 


France and Italy would be perma- 
nently guaranteed. 


"7. The present border between 


France and Germany would be per- 
|raanently guaranteed. 


"8. All other existing 


frontiers would 
25 years. 


"9. The five powers would limit 


their regular armies to not more 
than 300,000 men for 25 years."

Motorist Killed 
As Car Overturns

More than 150 shots were fired 
and several hand grenades thrown 
as the terrorists, after raiding the 
newspaper offices, engaged in 
a 


running battle with police. All the 
terrorists were reported to have es- 
scaped. 


The affray vras the most serious 
terroristic attack here in the two 
years of the Japanese-Chinese war. 


Police Reserves Ont 


After the battle all reserves of the 
International 
Settlement 
police 


were called out and patrolled down- 
town, streets, wearing bullet-proof 
vests. 


Police said Wilson, who was pass- 
| ing the building housing the two 
newspaper plants, tried to stop the 
first of the terrorists as three emerg- 
ed from the the building. Nearly a 
score still were inside, and as these 
poured out, with pistols blazing, 
Wilson was surrounded quickly and 
shot down. 


Wilson had spent 25 years in the 


Far East and had been a steamship 
captain before acquiring a cafe in 
Shanghai's night life district 


The affray occurred on Avenue 


Edward VII. one of Shanghai's main 
thoroughfares, dividing the Interna- 
tional Settlement from the French 
concession. 


The wounded included three Chi- 
nese police, a Russian cabaret girl 
and five Chinese civilians.

Workers May Le Ban* 
ned From Conventions 
Washington -—(£>— Usually well- 


informed senators forecast today 
President Eoosevelt would sign the 
Hatch bill despite some criticism 
he has made of the measure, which 
prohibits political activity by most 
federal employes. 


The senate sent the bill to the 


White House yesterday without a 
vote being recorded against it, but 
only after a stormy scene which de- 
veloped over talk of side-tracking 
it. 


Weeks ago, the chamber passed 


the bill unanimously. It came before 
the senators again on the question 
of accepting minor house amend- 
ments. Senator Hatch 
(D-N. M.) 


warned that to reject them would 
mean sending the measure "to the 
graveyard." 


There was much 
speculation 


among members of congress as to 
the practical political effect of the 
bill if it should become law. 


Differ on Effect 


Some members have contended 


one provision would prohibit most 
federal workers from taking part in 
national political conventions, and 
thus would weaken any adminis- 
tration effort to control the 1940 
Democratic nomination. 


Senator Minton CD-Ind) who has 


urged unsuccessfully the measure 
be sent to a joint committee to com- 
pose differences between the senate 
and house, denied an assertion by 
Hatch during debate that there 
was "a move on foot" to sidetrack 
the bilL He told the senate he 
had felt the bill should be sent to a 
conference committee because it 
had not been studied sufficiently by 
the senate.

The elder Dadourian was one of a 


•volunteer committee of Armenians 
who helped to convict nine fellow- 
countrymen of the murder of the 
archbishop. Leon Tourian, who was 
stabbed in front of his altar as he 
prepared to say mass on Christmas 
eve. 1933. 


Two of the nine, an of them de- 


scribed as members of a secret Ar- 
menian revolutionary party, were 
sentenced to death, but their sen- 
tences were commuted later.

Vandenberg proposed not only 
that the senate advocate executive 
action to nullify the Japanese treaty 
but that it urge the Eoosevelt ad- 
ministration to call a conference of 
nations which signed the nine-pow- 
er pact of 1922, pledging respect for 
the territorial integrity of China. 
The purpose of this 
conference 


would be to determine whether Ja- 
pan had violated the nine-power 
treaty, and to recommend "appro- 
priate action," 


Secretary of State Hull said in a 
letter to Pittman yesterday that the 
executive department, as 
always, 


would be pleased to give "full and 
careful 
consideration, consonant 


with the great weight to which the 
opinions of the senate are entitled,' 
to the Vandenberg resolution, if it 
were passed. 


Vandenberg, inclined to view this 


as an invitation from the adminis- 
tration to act on the matter, said he 
would have no objection to elimina- 
tion of the portion of the resolution 
proposing the conference of nine- 
power signatories.

veals that persons throughout the 
government, whether 
engaged inj 


relief work or any other agency on 
department, cannot "take any active 
part in political management or in 
political campaigns" and cannot use 
their "official authority or influence 
for the purpose of interfering with 
an election or affecting the result 
thereof." 


The only exceptions to the rule 
are the personnel of 
the White 


House, the heads and 
assistant 


heads of government departments 
and those officials who hold federal 
office by virtue of a nomination by 
the president and confirmation by 
the senate. 


This excludes a large number of

I the Matchaw-see'-poo of the Foxes, 


Menominees and others, came the 
great trading canoes, up the Wis- 
consin to the portage intc the Fox, 
down the Fox into Lake Winnebago 
on into Green Bay; or down the 
Missouri which these Algonquin 
tribes called the Big Muddy and up 
the Mississippi, or from the Mis- 
sissippi delta northland, by the 
age-old Fox-Wisconsin route into 
the Great Lakes. By this means 
great quantities of goods exchanged 
hands and the blankets and tur- 
quoises of the Navajos came into 
the Fox river valley while the cop- 
per and lead of Wisconsin went to 
the tribes of the Gulf coast. 


Thousands of Indians used the 


Fox-Wisconsin route as a path. In- 
lian villages stood at the strategic 
points along the way where today 
important cities lie and trading tras 
the business of the hour. The north- 
ward traveling Indians did not al- 
ways step at Green Bay not yet at 
Mackinaw but went on, by por- 
tages and ine Great Lakes down the 
St Lawrence to the north Atlantic, 
trading as they went. Adventurous 
fishermen from the north seas find- 
ing the coastal recesses of eastern 
north America knew these Irdians 
long before any European govern- 
ments commissioned their explorers 
to seek cut the Northwest Passage. 
Word of the wealth carried in the 
trading canoes, word of furs fit for 
the monarchs of the Old World, 
penetrated into the Court circles.

Furthermore, these peo- 
ple were getting worried over the 
fact that we have bigger relief rolls 
today than in the very pit of the de- 
pression and that it is costing us 
twice as much for relief as in 1933 
or 1934. 


WPA Criticism Growing 
Criticism of WPA has grown rap- 


idly in recent months. Congress has 
now dictated that this "prevailing 
wage rate'* business be stopped and 
that WPA skilled workers be forced 
to "labor" at a lower hourly rate. 
Their monthly pay envelope will 
contain just as much money, but 
they will have to work 130 hours 
per month. WPA skilled artisans 
have balked at this change, even 
though the new set-up is in the best 
interests of the nation as a whole. 


The A. F. of L. also opposes the 


new ruling because they consider it 
is a direct attack on the "caste" sys- 
tem of wages used by them for 
years.

How To End WPA 


When all is said and done, three 


steps are necessary if we ever ex- 
pect to get rid of the WPA even un- 
der good business conditions. First, 
we must pay as low a wage as pos- 
sible on WPA in order to encourage 
workers to get into private jobs as 
soon as private jobs are available. 
Second, chronic reliefers must tem- 
porarily be purged from the voting 
lists in order to prevent WPA from 
becoming an all powerful political 
organization. Third, WPA workers 
must be taught to have less chil- 
dren, while non-welfare groups 
must be encouraged to have more 
children. Today, it looks as though 
we have made a good start on step 
Number One. 


The present labor situation is a 


good illustration of the fact that the 
law of action and reaction works in 
human relations and in economics 
just as it does in physics, astronomy, 
and other sciences. A few years ago, 
the public rightfully had great sym- 
pathy for wage workers. However, 
a succession of episodes, such as the 
current General Motors and WPA 
strikes, has been swinging the pen- 
dulum of public opinion away from 
unions. Labor was not given as good 
a "break" as it should have had 10 
years ago. For the past three years, 
it has had too much power. Maybe 
by 1941 or 1942 we will strike a sen- 
sible balance in our employer-em- 
ployee relationship.

Madison — He is a freshman Re- 


publican senator but an old-timer 
in politics. He never makes a 
speech. He was elected without a 
campaign, found out that he was 
elected on a sick-bed. His partici- 
pation in legislative work has thus 
far been limited to barely audible 
"ayes" and "nays" on roll calls. 


But in a quiet, unostentatious 
way Senator Fred R. Fisher of the 
Waupaca county district has been 
doing some thinking, and has 
reached some conclusions on im- 
portant public problems. 
Pretty 


soon now he is going to let his 
colleagues in the legislature know 
about them. 


In the meantime, the interview- 


er is told about their details only 
after much prodding. 


There is the question of the Re- 


publicans' economy promises last 
fall, and the question of their per- 
formance by the Republicans now 
that they are in office. Fisher, like 
many of his legislative colleagues, 
feels that the state appropriations 
of the Heil administration are too 
high. Recently he started question- 
ing peonle about it. 


Blame Pressure Groups 


Yes, the budget is too high, they 


admitted, but the administration 
did the best it could. Various pres- 
sure groups, all of them wanting 
some particular 
appropriations 


maintained or increased, in the ag- 
gregate proved so strong that the 
administration could not withstand 
them. The governor made a com- 
promise here and there, the finance 
committee added some, and the 
legislature itself boosted the fi- 
nance committee recommendations. 
The result is that the budget is 
high and taxes are going to be 
hieher. 


That brings the subject around 


to Fisher's solutions for high taxes 
and the problem of pressure on 
ihf administration. 


The governor and other state of- 


ficers, he feels, should be elected 
for 4-year terms. Then for 
the 


first two years at least thev would 
be free to carry out their plans 
without fear of political pressure 
and the necessity of campaigning 
for the next election. 


Then an administration could 


carry out an economv plan which 
would ultimately help to solve 
what Fisher sees as the biggest 
problem facing an political par- 
ties, farm relief. 


Cites Causes 
Retarding farm recovery now, 


the Waupaca senator believes, are 
high taxes and high interest ser- 
vice charges on farm mortgages. 


The first could be solved by 


ruthless paring down of govern- 
mental services. The second would 
be more difficult out of the range 
of single state action, but he has 
a plan. 


Let the federal government ap- 


propriate about $6,000,000 to write 
off aH except about 40 per cent 
of all farm indebtedness. Gwe the 
average farmer the interest on his 
present mortgage, and his excess 
taxes, and he will be in about the 
position he was in the often long- 
ed-for days of 1915, Fisher main- 
tains.

that he has been working on re- 
solutions which will put before 
the senate both his four year term 
and debt reduction plans. The first 
will be to amend fundamental 
Wisconsin laws on the length of 
service of state officers; the sec- 
ond will ask congress to consider 
a plan which would write down 
the debt structure which is press- 
ing down on agriculturists in Wis- 
consin and elsewhere. 


"That would be permanent farm 


relief. Now the farmer is stretch- 
ing every acre to the utmost to pay 
his taxes and the interest on his 
exhorbitant mortgage. And we 
talk about over-production, and we 
have systems like the AAA*% he 
observes. 


. W01 -Go Along" 


Like many other members of 
the legislature, Fisher is not an en- 
thusiastic supporter 
of Governor 
Hell's reorganization bills, but he 
is willing to "go along". The main 
weakness of the 
reorganization 


plan Is that its most important pur- 
pose is to rid state commissions 
and departments of hold-over of- 
ficers. Heil wants to appoint Ms 
own men. Fisher feels it is Ms 
right to do so, but feels that the 
reorganization legislation may be- 
come a habit when other parties 
assume power. 


A more practical method would 


be to have governors serve for 
four years, and commissioners" .and 
department heads for five years 
he says. Thus each commissioner 
would serve at least one year tin- 
der a new governor, who during 
that year could decide whether to 
fire him or to keep him for anoth- 
er term. Thus, top, each governor 
would have "the right to name his 
own assistants, without the neces- 
sity oi. completely> reorganizing the 
capitol after each election. 


About economy, and the possibil- 
ity of achievin? it to lower taxes, 
Fisher is explicit At least 2,000 
employes can be cut from state 
payrolls, he declares. And local 
governments have also been guil- 
ty of extravagant habits, he ob- 
serves.

NOT PEDDLING THE HALF BILLION 


OF GOLD 


That the President's scheme to loan 


half a billion of our gold to other coun- 
tries has been abandoned must be as- 
scribed to the difficulties that would ensue 
were such a loan to be secured by agree- 
ment upon the part of the borrower to 
conduct its financial affairs in a solvent 
and respectable manner. 


The ludicrous situation that would ap- 


pear when the first principle of sound fi- 
nances in government is mentioned might 
have caused too much of a roar in this 
country. For congress certainly wouldn't 
have loaned that money to a country 
that wouldn't agree to live within its in- 
come. It would also have exacted condi- 
tions the exact opposite of its own pro- 
gram enacted on too many weary occa- 
sions. 


Thus would have occurred a debate 


which, if held in private, might have 
been harmless but which the Roosevelt 
administration would never dare to thrash 
out in public view with 1940 so near at 
hand. 


Whatever harm has come to America 


for its utterly mistaken and unorthodox 
financial policies one cannot be sure but 
what they have tended to improve condi- 
tions elsewhere. The early expectation 
was that South and Central America 
would follow our lead as though it were 
quite right. But the Latins haven't been 
nearly as foolish as we were or they have 
gained a better idea of the picture from a 
distance 


The temperance crusaders who want-

but I, of course, held on to two 
clubs and my partner was able to 
guard both the diamond and spade 
suits. Consequently, declarer had 
to give up a trick at the end. 


"It seems to me that little ima- 


gination was required on declarer's 
part to picture me with strength 
in dubs, and herefore to assume 
that I would be unlikely to hold 
more than four cards in either of 
the other suits. That being so, he 
should not have been satisfied with 
the chance offered by the possibil- 
ity of developing a simple squeeze 
against me, but should have pre- 
pared for a double squeeze against 
both by partner and myself. This 
he could have done by shifting to 
spades after taking only two rounds 
of hearts. Unless 
I held 
five 


spades (which should have appear- 
ed unlikely), three rounds of this 
suit could have been taken, declar-

Last week we bad part of the 


story of the everyday life of Ann 
Penseyres, nine-year-old 
Panama 


girL Here are some of the other 
things she told me during my "in- 
terview" with her aboard a train: 


"My father is in charge of some 


work in saving people aboard ships 
•which are wrecked off the coast ol 
Panama. He sends tugboats to the 
rescue. 


"I go to a. school where there are 


about 100 other white children. 
There are about 35 children in my 
room.. 


"We don't have any snow down 


there in Panama, but sometimes 
we have slides. We take a kind of 
shell from around the big flower 
of a palm tree, and it makes a nice 
little sled. We slide down dirt h 
or slippery grass hills. We put soap 
on the bottom of our sleds to make 
them slippery. 


"When I was about five years 


old, I visited Ohio during the win- 
ter and had a lot of fun sliding on 
snow. 


"There's another kind of palm 


tree which has coconuts on it. When 
a man is going to climb a coconut 
tree, he fastens a knife blade to each 
of his shoes. He climbs part way 
up and sets fire to a newspaper at 
the end of a stick. Then he reaches 
out with the stick until he burns 
the stem of a coconut and makes It 
fall to the ground. Sometimes he 
gets a whole bunch of coconuts 
down. They say this doesn't hurt 
the tree. 


"The man sells the coconuts at 


five cents apiece downtown, and 
uses the money to support his fam- 
ily. When we buy - a green co- 
conut, we cut off the top with a 
kind of knife called a 'machete,' 
or else we break it with a hammer 
Then we drink the coconut milk. 
It tastes very good. 


"We are also fond of mangoes. 


They are fruit which sometimes 
are • as big as watermelons, 
but 


which usually are as small as' or- 
anges, or a little bigger than orangr 
es. They come from the mango tree, 
which has great big leaves. •- 


"To get the fruit, children climb 


the trees, or throw sticks or stones 
at the mangoes, and knock them 
down. When they are-green th 
taste sour, but when they are yel- 
low we know they are ripe, and 
they taste fine. They can be cook- 
ed to make mange stew or mango 
pie.

"We- listen to the radio. There 


are broadcasting stations in Colon 
and -the city of Panama.' We can 
go to the clubhouse to see moving 
pictures."

of us feel glad we do not live in 
the place where Ann makes her 
home. This summer Ann is a hap- 
py girl, for she is attending a girls' 
camp not far from the shore of 
Lake Erie.
